This isa fact which should not be en- 
tirely lost sight of, because the apparent 
reason which prompted the Goverament, 
to ask.the Chamber of Commerce for a 
mandate, to justity or smash the action 
ot the Hou, Member representing the 
Chamber in tha Lezislative Conneil 
(ion, ‘I. H. Whitehead), way, that Mr 
Whitehead bud taken up a position 
which did uot spree with that a-sumed 
previously by the Hon, J. J. Kes- 
wick and the Hon. A, Met'on- 
uchie on--behalf of the Chamber. 
The question raised by this divergence 
of opinion between Messrs Keswick and 
MacClonachic and Mr Whitehead was 
the constitution of the Sanitary Board, 
It will be within the recollection of 
British residents that the Sunitary 
Hourd was formerly (and should be 
now) formed by a largo admixture of 
elected and nominated unoflicial mem- 
bers. The Board was so constituted 
daring the Pluguo year of 1894, and the 
Epidewic was killed by a Committes 


{| composed of officials and unofficials, Sub- 


Sequent to the suppression of the Plague 
the efforts of the unoficial members of 
the Buard to obtain officers to carry out 
their instructions were frustrated by the 
appointment of a Public Medical ¢ ficor 
of Health, who was to be independent 
of the Board. This showed the beut of 
the official clement, and che uvoflicial 
metwbers of the Board (nil excepting 
Mr N. J. Ede, who was absent ia Eng- 
land) resigned their seats in a body, 
We may mention here that, with the 
charncteristic apatby of Hongkong re- 
sideats, no combined recusuition of this 
uction was ever mide by the cumuunity, 
Since that time no step has been tuken by 
the Government to elect or nominate 
new members to the Sanitary Board ; and 
that body has, necessarily been referred 
to of late as the official remnant of the 
legally-constituted Board. Of the suc- 
cess or otherwise of the Board Remnant 
we do not intend to deal. ‘The princi- 
ple of the Bouard’s constitution is the 
muin thing now to, be considered. If 
residents, from previous experience, can 
argue themselves into the belief that

our municipal and sanitary affuirs as well 
without unofficial aid aa they can with 
unutticial advice, then lef them vote for 
the ‘ Official Majority.” If, on the other, 
hand—and with a knowledge of tha 
circumstances and conditions during the 
lust few yeurs—residents feel disposed 
tu give some credit to tho splendid 
HotMe Uichteaal Wonsbers oF he eRe 
then the ‘ Unofficial Majority’ will be 
the verdict as a matter of course. It

Muauicipal Gouncil—or, rather, the ques- 
tion why we who pay.rates should pot 
have a eny in our municipal adwinistra- 
tion—should depend upon the result of 
the ballot now kindly passed over by tha 
Chamber of Commerce to the British 
Community generally here. We do not 
care to take the issue further than is 
stated in the notice, sigued by Messrs 
Chater, Whitehead, de, Jackson, Me- 
Conachie, aud Francis. From one poiat 
of view it would have been well had 
some means bven adopted for expressing 
the views of the signatories on the sub- 
ject to be ballotted upon. Perhaps, 
frum another point of view, it ix better 
as itis; and those who run may read, 
Asitis, the Committee of the Chawher of 
Commerce has decided thut-an expres 
siou of opiaivn by the British memtéra 
ef that body is not advisable.

As the ballot will 
bo taken during two days, and will not 
close until Jate in the eveniug on each

mittco forwarded o you a letter, addressed, 
to them by Meaura Jurdins, Matheson & Cu, 
iu whioh Uho incidence of these dutics was 
exhaustively dealt with, 

At ig stated in the ubove correspondence 
that the Japanceo Government considered 
the levy of duties upon sugar a fundamental 
purt of their propusala, and, at the initial 
etage of negotintivns, desired thoy “ehould 
retoin a frev band in respect of sugar, 

“This svlicitude on the part of the Japanese 
Government may have susgeated to the For- 
oign Office that thut Guveramenot had io 
view proposula calealated to prove inimical
